Opening the case for the State, Mr. Cecil 
Lavery said that the collision between the 
motor car aud the bicycle took place on the 
Dublin-Bray road near Cabinteely in the 
evening, but in full daylight. © Evidence 
would be given that the cyclist was riding 
as close to the kerb on his proper side as it 
was possible to do, and it would be shown 
that when he was struck the car was on its 
wrong side of the road. The road at this 
point was straight for a distance of 198. 
ad ge ap was, measuring from bend to 

end. The width of the road varied from 
50 feet to 25 feet 6 inches. It would be 
shown that the impact took place about mid- 
way on that stretch of road. Evidence would 
be given that brakes were applied before the 
impact, and caused the wheels of the car to 
skid along the road. The skid was 35 feet 
in length, and ended at the point where the 
deceased man was knocked down. The skid 
at the — of its beginning was seven feet 
from the’ kerb, and at the point where 
Murphy was thrown it was nine feet from 
the kerb. The evidence would show that the 
left wheel of the car caused that skid mark, 
and that would place beyond all doubt that 
the car was on its wrong side. 

Evidence would be given of the conduct 
of accused after the accident, but it would 
be for the jury to determine whether the 
accused man was at the time unfitted, by 
having taken drink, from taking capable 
charge of the car upon the road. 

Evidence similar to that produced in the 
District Court was then given. 

Sergeant Elwin, Civic Guard, proved a 
map of the scene and explained it in detail. 


BENT OVER HANDLE-BARS. 

Peter Byrne, Cabinteely, described the 
scene when the accident occurred. There 
were, he said, few people on the road. He 
saw a cyclist riding towards him about two 
feet six inches from the kerbstone on the 
proper side, and then behind him he heard 
a screech, He looked around and saw a 
motor car, which dashed past him: As it 
passed him he saw it knock down a man. 
The man fell through the window-screen and 
was carried on the bonnet of the car for three 
or four yards. He fell to the road. and the 
car stopped for a few seconds, and then 
moved over to the other side of the road—to 
its proper side. 

People around, the witness said, told 
Captain Redmond to get out of the car. 
Captain Redmond said: ‘‘ What is all the 
! Why am I held up here? Can 
I not drive my car where or how I like? ”’ 

Lhe witness referred to the wheel mark 
on the road. and said that he pointed it 
out to people there. . 

In cross-examination by Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore, he said that the deceased man had 
been riding a racing model bicycle, and was 
bent over the handlebars, cycling at a fair 
speed. The accident occurred about two 
feet from where he had been standing. ‘lo 
the best of his opinion, the car went five 
or six yards from the time when he heard 
the screech until it stopped. After the acci- 
dent, when he went to Captain Redmond, ‘fe 
thought that the latter was “a bit dazed.’’ 

The people who had gathc-ed around were 
somewhat excited, and while Captain 
Redmond was sitting at the wheel somebody 
shouted to him to get out and take the man 
to hospital. Captain Redmond asked the 
crowd he could not drive his own car, and 
then got out and assisted in putting the 
injured man into the car. In turning the 
car around Captain Redmond made two for- 
ward and two backward motions, and in the 
last motion the left wheels mounted the 
footpath. 

DEFENDANT'S ANXIETY. 

Dr. Joseph Pim, St. Columcille’s Hospital, 
Loughlinstown, described the injuries done 
to Murphy, and said that the cause of death 
was heart failure, following the injuries. 

Replying to Mr. O'Connor, the witness 
said that he was rung up on the telephone 
that night by Captain Sidinend; who was 
v. y anxious about the injured man. 

Denis O’Brien, who é at 10. The 
Cottages, Cabinteely, said that when the 
accident took place he was on the footpath 
outside his own house looking at a motor 
cycle on the other side of the road. A 
cyclist passed him on the way to Bray, 
riding about two feet from the kerbstone. 
Looking towards Bray, he saw a motor car 
coming on its wrong side of the road. At 
that time it was about twenty yards away 
from the cyclist, and was travelling at about 
thirty-five miles an hour. When approaching 
the car the cyclist raised his head and pulled 
in as ‘‘ tightly ” as possible to the kerbstone. 
The car held its position on its wrong side. 
Then the crash occurred. The witness ran 
to the cyclist’s assistance, and saw the car 
move over to its own side of the road. The 
driver of the car did not leave the car until 
ordered out by a brother-in-law of the wit- 
ness, Michael Sheridan, who said: ‘‘ Get out 
and take the injured man to hospital.” 

Captain Redmond mounted the footpath 
when driving off with the injured man 
towards Loughlinstown, and people shouted 
that he was not fit to drive the car. He did 
not hear Captain Redmond make any reply 
to that.

ALLEGED FALSE 
IMPRISONMENT. 


Oz. Vi Of Se ARDY 
SUPERINTENDENT’S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND

Patrick Clinton, Chief Superintendent, 
Civic Guards, Tralee, appealed from an order 
of Circuit Court Judge McElligott, at Lis- 
towel, on the 20th April of last year, 
awarding to John Dunne, an electrician, of 
Enuismore, Co. Kerry, £2 2s. as damages, 
with costs, in his action against him for 
alleged false imprisonment and trespass; and 
William Dunne, solicitor’s clerk, a brother of 
John Dunne, appealed from an order of the 
Circuit Me gé fan dismissing a similar 
action brought by him against the 
deleintions. ) £ same 

It appeared from the evidence given at. the 
Circuit Court that John “Dunne and his 
brother, William, had been told that thev 
were reguired at the Civic Guard barracks at 
Listowel, and were questioned in connection 
with a sum of money which was missing from 
the office of the Listowel Electrical and 
Power Company, where John Dunne was 
employed. It was alleged that they had been 
kept at the barracks for forty-eight hours 
without any charge having been made 
against them, and before being brought before 
a Peace Commissioner, and it was stated that, 
when they were eventually brought before a 
District Justice, they were discharged. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. O'Donnell (in- 
structed by Mr Terence J. Liston) appeared 
for Superintendent Patrick Clinton; and Mr. 
Joseph A. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
Henry J. Marshall) for John Dunne and 
William Dunne. 

A SUM OF MONEY. 

It appeared that John Dunne was, among 
other things, cashier in the power-house of 
the Listowel Electrical and Power Company, 
said Mr. Lynch, and the story he told was 
that he was in the habit, when he got 
cheques or notes, of keeping them in his 
pocket, and when he got silver or copper of 
locking it in the press in the power-house. 
He had a number of cheques in his posses- 
sion on Saturday, 26th January, and, although 
he was in the office, and although the Fána 
were open, at least for part of the day, he 
neither lodged the money nor put it in the 
ress in the office, but brought it to his house 
As miles from Listowel, and he stated that 
he came into Listowel on Sunday, and placed 
it in the press, from which it was taken, 
apparently that same evening. 

The matter was reported to the Civic 
Guards, and in the course of their investiga- 
tions. they. caw John bail and. invited .him 
to the barracks. He came, and they went to 
the power-house, where they made some in- 
vestigations. On the Monday evening they 
went to his house, and asked him if he 
would go to the barracks, and he said that 
he would. A message was left for his 
brother, who also came to the barracks, and 
they were questioned for soma time by some 
officers. 

Mr. Clinton was in the barracks, but swore 
that he never said a word one way or 
another. These young men. remained in the 
barracks for thirty-four or thirty-five hours 
before being brought before a Peace Commrts- 
sioner, sae according to themselves, were 
treated extremely well, They were brought 
before a Peace Commissioner and allowed 
out on bail for‘a week or a fortnight, after 
which .they appeared before the District 
Justice, who discharged them. They then 
brought this: action for false imprisonment.

Miss Kathleen Searson, Dean’s Grange, Co.

THE LURE OF THE 


ATLANTIC.

_ (By EVELYN ALEXANDER.) 


S we travelled the hot and dusty road 
that led us from our up-country 
station in India to Bombay there was. 
just one thought that sang in our hearts, 
that thrummed to the steady revolutions 
of the wheels; our fate was pointing us 
homewards, It is hard to describe the 
subtle sensation of ecstasy which that 
thought gave; for the East is scorch:ng 
and languorous and the sun burns fiercely, 
but in Ireland there are fresh breezes, 
There are mountains and glens and bays 
and rivers; and there is emerald, soul- 
resting greenness, and the feel of the 
earth to your feet, and the smell of the 
turf, as it burns in the grate of an 
evening, and the broad, blue, tossing 
ocean and the songhing of a clean wind. 
it was these blessings, not forgotten, that 
we held in our minds, while our bodies 
slaved and thirsted under a brazen sky. 
On the wall of our drawing-room in 
India there hung two pictures. Others, 
may be, there were as well, but only two 
for me. They told of the wild Atlantic, 
and it hurling itself án frantic joy over 
the rocks near our home on the coast. 
Many a time, as in a dream, I would hear 
that same roar and surge, and feel the 
wind stinging my cheeks and stirring my 
hair to stand on end and look like a hob- 
goblin. 

In. my mind, or my heart—and mostly 
the latter, perhaps—I would be feeling 
these things; but. sure what is imagina- 
tion When you have the reality to compare 
it with? ‘Tis like the tame, old English 
Channel, which some people in England’s 
south-coast towns call sea, compared with 
the foaming, gladsome wild horses of the 
ocean that is sea to ums. 

It was on the road to Bombay that we 
felt the heat the worst. From there we 
travelled six thousand miles and more, 
by day and by night. With every mile

Charitable Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) 
Bill, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
Section 4 (Sub-Section 1) to delete the words 
‘shall prepare and submit to the Minister,” 
and substitute therefor the words, “ may pre- 
pare and advertise.’ That meant, he said, 
that the Committee appointed under this 
sub-section should prepare a scheme specify- 
ing the hospital or hospitals, the governing 
bodies of which desired to hold sweepstakes,and 
such particulars of such hospital or hospitals 
as might be necesary to establish the fact 
that it was, or they were, a hospital or hos- 
pitals to which the Act applied. His object 
in moving that amendment was to relieve the 
Minister for Justice of any responsibility 
for schemes promoted under this bill 

Mr. FANNING said that people would 
give five shillings for a ticket in a sweep- 
stake, but they would not give threepence 
for a charitable purpose. 

Dr. GOGARTY submitted that it was per- 
fectly consistent that the Minister’s name 
should be behind the bill, but that it should 
not be mentioned, because it was only a tem- 
porary measure, 

IF THE HOSPITALS MERGED. 

There would be no necessity for this pro- 
ceeding if the hospitals of Dublin were 
merged. ‘They had eleven hospitals, which 
were overlapping. A grant of two millions 
from the Rockefeller Institute could be got 
if they could agree to merge the hospitals, 
but, of course, they could not, because some 
of the hospitals were endowed with definite 
conditions, religious and otherwise. 

Mr. BROWN said that while he was op- 
posed to sweepstakes, it now looked as if 
they were going to permit sweepstakes for 
hospitals, and if they were, then they should 
be properly controlled. There was a way in 
the bill to ensure that the sweepstakes would 
be properly carried out and controlled, 

Mr. BAGWELL said that if they were 
going to have sweepstakes, they should be 
efficiently controlled, and it was better that 
the Minister should control them. 

Mr. DOUGLAS thought that the 
hospitals for which the sweepstakes were 
organised should be responsible for them, 

The amendment was lost. 

SECURITY FOR EXPENSES. 

Mr. O'DOHERTY (for Mr. Connolly) 
moved an amendment to Section 4, the object 
of which was to provide against the 
securities deposited being handed back while 
some ftabilities remained still unpaid. 

The Right Hon. Andrew JAMESON asked 
what provision was made in the bill to pay 
the expenses if the scheme failed. The 
securities were for the purpose of scuring that 


tained nothing with regard to expenses. 

Mr, FARREN said that the promoters 
would bear any loss that would arise 

Mr. COMYN said that the amendment would 
secure that, in the event of a failure of ths 
sweepstake, those who would buy tickets 
would be recouped out of the securiti2s 
lodged. 

Mr. HOOPER expressed the opinion that 
the carrying out of the sweepstakes would be 
a matter of ordinary business between the 
hospitals and the organisers, who would, no 
doubt, have their own safeguards as to en- 
suring purchasers of tickets against possible 
loss in the event of a failure of the scheme. 

On a division, the amendment’ was 
defeated by 24 votes to 13, 

The voting was as follows :—

An amendment to reduce the remuneration 
payable to promoters of the sweepstake from 
seven per cent, to five per cent., proposed by 
Mr. Robinson, was declared lost. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
Section 5, the object of which was to secure 
that forty per cent. of the takings should go 
to the hospitals instead of a minimum of 
twenty per cent., as provided in the bill. 

Mr. FARREN said there was no use in 
putting in the bill a figure which it might 
not be possible to pay. 

The amendment was lost. 

The Committee stage was passed. 

The House adjourned at 7.30 until 3 p.m. 
on Wednesday next, 28th May,

THE PAPACY,

Sin,—In his sermon at the recent, Synod 
Dr. Patten is reported to have said: ‘* Then 
Home and Constantinople clashed, and we 
are confronted with the great schism of 1054,

I make no com- 
ment on this extraordimary statement, but 
wish merely to draw attention to a recent 
work by a Protestant clergyman, the Rev.

have, a primacy, It was shown that the 
Eastern Churches acknowledged that primacy 
before the Empire became Christian, The 
evidence which has been adduced in the 
second and third parts fof this book] shows 
that the Eastern Churches, when the Empire 
was Christian, when emperors were Christians 
and took an active part in the affairs of the 
Church, likewise acknowledged that primacy. 
The Eastern Church accepted all that that 
primacy involved and stood for in the minds 
of the Popes themselves. The whole Church 
accepted that primacy of Rome. The evidence 
has established that the Universal Church— 
‘the Undivided Church ’—believed that 
Christ had given Peter a special ' a 
over and above what he had given to His 
other apostles, and that ‘something’ the 
Church recognised as passed on to him whom 
she regarded as His successor, and as giving 
its importance and leadership to the See of

UTILISATION OF PEAT.

Sir,—Visitors from Ireland to the Foire de 
Paris should not fail. to inspect the many 
types of gas-producer which are on show 
there, and which use peat, either in its 
natural state, and merely air-dried, or else 
carbonised and briquetted, as their fuel. One 
type can use either wood or peat, and the 
cost per horse-power hour Ladi on out at less 
than a fifth of a penny. The engine is of 
5/5 horse-power, and the total cost is in the 
res of £530. 

Agricultural tractors are using charcoal or 
peat coke instead of petrol in France, It 
seems anomalous that Ireland, now one of 
the largest manufacturers of tractors in the 
world, should be still dependent upon im- 
ported motor spirit, while all the fuel, liquid, 
solid and gaseous, required for her industries 
should be derived from her own immensely 
valuable, though practically unexploited, peat

THE IRISH PIG INDUSTRY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sia,—I have just been reading Major 

Massy’s letter in your issue of the 20th inst. 
It is quite true that the industry is not 
in a satisfactory position, but this position 
is not confined alone to Ireland. Other 
countries have the same difficulties to contend 
with. Í am not a pig-breeder, a pig-curer or 
a feeder of pigs. At one time I was the 
last in a modest way, and it was my 
experience that, when I had pigs for sale, 
they were cheap, and, when I had none, 
they were dear. It was simply the law of 
supply and demand and the competition from 
other countries that governed the price, and 
so it is to-day. : 

If Major Massy’s suggestion about curers’ 
fixing priees ahead was practicable, no doubt 
it would go a long way in helping to stabilise 
the industry. Unfortunately, the Irish curer 
has no, the ‘‘ prophetic vision” to see at 
what prices the Dane, the Dutchman and 
other competing curers of bacon will be sell- 
ing in three -r four months’ time. Conse- 
quently it would be very hard to fix a price 
ahead for Irish pigs. 

If there was only one side of a case to be 
considered, solutions would be very simple. 
Looking at one side alone often produces 
disastrous results, I remember that, some 
vears ago, extensive military mancuvres were 
eing carried out in the county in which I 
then resided. One day a fierce battle was 
raging for the possession of the village near 
which I lived. The attacking force was in 
possession of a hill whieh overlooked and 
commanded the village, An officer of the de- 
fending force galloped up to my house, and told 
me that he was bringing a battery of artillery 
into a field near by, from which, he said, “1 
have a splendid view of the enemy.” He 
forgot that the enemy had an equally good 
view. of his position, with the result that, 
when he brought his battery into the field, 
the enemy opened fire, and his battery was 
wiped out. He forgot to look at the other 
side. 

The Irish bacon-curer has many competi- 
tors, whose position he must carefully study 
before endangering his own. It is “up to”’ 
the pig-breeder and pig-feeder to give the 
goods that the market requires, If this is 
aone, the highest market price will be paid, 
and no one need expect to get more,—Yours,

DRAWBACKS TO GAELIC 
COLLEGES. 
YCONNELL (Labour. Mayo, 8.) said 
at he would like to get some explanation 
to the necessity for erecting large and 
ibstantial and buildings in out- 
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of-the-way places in the country. These 
buildings were erected in the Gaeltacht. which 
at first sight appeared the ideal place where 
[rish was the spoken language, but in prac- 
lice the Students in these colleges did not 
come inte real touch with the life of the 
people in the district. 

Students who entered the preparatory 
colleges in 1928 were expected to sit for the 
intermediate certificate examination in 1930, 
and this could be done successfully only by 
pressure on the part of the upils and 
teachers, and at the expense possibly of their 
health. It was unfair to students in these 
preparatory colleges to expect them to cover 
& programme in about half the time allowed 
in ordinary secondary schools. 

He asked the Minister what progress was 
being made in solving the problem of pro- 
viding school accommodation. Although some 
scheels had been provided in Dublin. 
the problem was still very acute, and 
there seemed to be no system in 
Dublin by which the accommodation avail. 
able could be used to advantage He was 
afraid that pupils were refused admission to 
schools for reasons other than lack of 
accommodation. Evidence was not wanting 
that certain schools selected their studenis 
and the class from which they should be 
drawn, Every schoo] should have exhibited 
in its porch the number of pupils for which 
it had accommodation, and the number on 
the rolls, say, each Friday. He asked what 
was being dope in the matter of school 
heating and sanitation. 

COERCED TO TEACH THROUGH IRISH. 

Complaints were being made by teachers 
that it was the Minister's policy virtually to 
force teachers, by indirect means, to teach 
pupils through the medium of Irish, although 
the teachers themselves felt that the condi- 
tions for doing se successfully were not 
present—that the children were not able to 
assimilate the knowledge. There was no 
doubt that teachers, in many cases, were 
being indivectly coerced into teaching subjects 
through Irish merely in order that it might 
be said that the children were being taugnt 
in that way, 

The demand of the teachers that the whole 
position in regard to the teaching of subjects 
through Irish should be reviewed, was a fair 
one. They should take stock, and see if they 
were going in the right direction, or whether 
some better means could not be adopted 
in this matter. They wanted to find 
wut the real educational value of the 
teaching of subjects through Irish, and 
whether, in fact, more was being at- 
tempted to be done than it was possible to do, 

In this country there was more inspection 
of the work of teachers than in any country 
he knew. The complaint was that they were 
over-inspected. There was more inspection 
than in Enc‘and or Seotland. 

Mrs, COLLINS-OQ’DRISCOLL (Govt , Dub. 
lin N.) said that in girls’ schools the pro- 
gramme was certainly over-crowded, and 
some of the subjects should be dropped on 
order to give them a grounding in needle- 
work. She disagreed with Deputy J. J. 
Byrne as to the quality of the teaching in 
primary schools, believing that the public 
never got better value for their money. 

FOLLY OF COMPULSORY IRISH. 

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that he was pleased to hear from 
the Minister that they were making progress 
and that the attendance in the schools had 
increased. They might say that, probably 
as a result of more regular attendance, there 
was a considerable improvement in the num- 
ber of pupils who reached the sixth standard, 
In the matter of primary education, thev 
wanted a more rapid improvement than t’ ey 
were getting. He agreed that teachers were 
doing their best, and he believed they were 
largely successful, but there were other 
causes which held them hack. 

The attitude which had been taken by 
Deputies Fahy and O'Connell made him hope 
that some good would come from that dis- 
cussion. He was glad to hear Deputy Fahy 
say that he was a believer in fostering Irish 
rather than in compelling it. It had been 
his conviction always that to make a 
success Of teaching Irish it would have 
to be through the fostering process, and not 
through compulsion. Even more important 
was the statement with regard to the teaching 
of other subjects through Irish, No doubt, 
it was the policy of the Minister, but pres- 
sure was the wrong way. The teaching of 
other subjects through Irish was fatal to the 
education of the child, 

He strongly supported the suggestion as to 
an inquiry as to what position the policy of 
the last eight years had led them into, and 
as to whether they could not get a move 
rapid improvement if they changed their 
plans somewhat. 

The most important matter during the past 
year had been the. introduction of the 
secondary education scheme, but he agreed 
with the Minister that it was yet too soon 
to savy whether it was perfectly satisfactory. 
He knew there were cases of hardship, and it 
was important for deputies who knew cf 
such to bring them before the Minister, It 
was only then they would see whether the 
scheme required amendment. 

In connection with secondary teachers, 
there was another matter of importance. 
There were still a small number of highly 
efficient teachers teaching approved classes 
and not receiving the incremental salary 
given by the Department. So long as many 
of these remained it would be bad for the 
system. School inspectors should, he thought, 
have all their time as teachers taken into 
account for pensionable purposes, as in 
Northern Ireland.

GOVERNMENT DEPUTY’S

Professor TIERNEY (Government, National 
University) said that he was glad that a 
certain amount of misgiving had been ex- 
pressed on the question of teaching other 
subjects through Irish. There was a good 
deal to be said for the teaching of very young 
children the elements of calculation in the 
Irish language, but he did not think that 
teachers who were not native speakers should 
teach other subjects to children who were not 
native speakers through the medium of Irish. 
He was inclined to the view that there was 
no school outside the Gaeltacht where it was 
possible to teach subjects in a high standard 
through the medium of Irish. 

He helieved that the whole effort of teach-

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need to he considered carefully. Instead 
of novels and detective stories published at 
the expense of the State, the money should be 
spent on good translations and good text 
beoks, containing selections from Irish prose 
and poetry and the old literature of Ireland. 
The teaching of Irish, he suggested, might be 
carried out In a more reasonable way, and ah 
attempt made to face the fact that Irish was 
no longer the native language and that 
people had to learn it; and if an attempt 
were made to base the programme more on 
that fact they would get on more satis- 
factorily. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
also made reference to the teaching of Irish, 
and said that they had not got results ap- 
woximating to the huge sums expended. 
Vith regard to the practice of teaching other 
subjects through the medium of Irish, he said 
that they had been in too great a hurry, and 
it required in some places some mora] courage 
to say so. Anyone who ventured to say a 
word against the programme in Irish was 
labelled anti-Irish and anti-Gaelic. He had 
the greatest sympathy with the language 
movement, but he thought that the teachin

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, 8.) moved 
the second reading of the Shon Hours 
(Drapery Trades, Dublin and Distriets) Bill, 
1930, intreduced in the Senate for the pur- 
pose of continuing the present Act, which 
expires on the 15th July next. During its 
operation, he said, the Act, generally speak 
ing, had been satisfactory, but although shop 
hours were regulated. there was nothing to 
revent employes from working fourteen 
Fe per day. He would like an inquiry 
into the whole matter, but, meantime. he 
was in faveur of a continuance of the present 
conditions. He favoured the principle of 
Deputy Lemass’s amendment, but he was 
afraid that they would not be able to have 
an inquiry of the type they wanted and have 
legislation enacted as a result of that inquiry 
before the present Act expired. He asked the 
House to pass the bill now 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin. 8.) moved 
that the second reading of the bill be nost- 
poned for one month, and that a Select Com 
mittee of eleven members of the Dail be set 
up to examine the operation of the Shop 
Hours (Drapery Trades, Dublin and Districts) 
Act, 1926, to consider and report on the 
amendments which .experience had shown to 
be necessary, and the advisability of extend- 
ing the terms of the bill to inelude other 
trades, and to operate in areas outside Dublin 
and District. 

Mr. LEMASS said that his object in pro- 
posing the amendment was to concentrate the 
attention of the House on the fact that the 
existing biil, which related only to drapery 
shops, was unsatisfactory in many respects. 
It merely regulated hours of opening and 
closing drapery shops, but did not provide 
for hours of employment. He thought that 
the enforcement of the existing Act should 
be in the hands of the Civie Guard, and one 
of his objects in proposing his amendment 
was to extend the bill to tobacconists and 
newsagents’ shops, where some assistants 
worked fourteen hours per day.

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry for Lands and Fisheries, said 
that the estimate fer the Land Commission 
this vear showed an increase of £88,605 on 
the preceding year, but of this £66,000 was 
in respect of operations under the Housing 
(Gaeltacht) Act, 1929. The net inerease 
for the Land Commission proper was 
£22,605, of which £14,473 was accounted for 
by a reduction in the appropriation in aid, 
the actual net increase in the estimate of 
expenditure, therefore, being £8,135. There 
was a decrease of £1,130 in respect of 
salaries, wages and allowances, due to a 
slight variation in the staff. He explained 
the proyisions of the Gaeltacht Housing Act, 
under which grants are made available for 
building new houses in the Gaeltacht areas, 
The total to be made available under the 
Act was £250,000. ' 

With regard io the general work of the 
Land Commission, satisfactory progress had 
been made during the past year, and he had 
every reason to expect it to continue, Nearly 
half a million acres of untenanted land had 
been acquired, or were in definite process 
of aequisition, representing, roughly, half 
the estimated total area in the Teas State 
suitable for the Acts of 1023 and 1929—a 
very remarkable achievement for six years’ 
work with the staff available.

CIVIC GUARDS’ FRESH 
INVESTIGATIONS. 

Civic Guards investigating the disappear- 
ance of Laurence Griffin, the Stradbally (Co. 
Waterford) postman, on Christmas night last, 
now are searching in a new direction for his 
body. The new turn is the result of informa- 
tion given. it is stated, by an ex-soldier who 
lives near the Woodhouse estate, on the out- 
skirts of Stradbally village. 

The informant has stated that on the night 
of December 27 last he returned home at 
midnight, and about ten minutes afterwards 
was disturbed by a rattling of a gate, 
Peering through his window he dimly dis- 
cerned between fifteen and twenty men enter- 
ing the estate and carrying between them 
what appeared to be a weighty body.

The Reckoning. 


Sir Oswald Mosley has resigned his office 
in the British Government. Some months 
ago, when Mr. Thomas undertook, with 
much flourish of trumpets, the abolition 
of unemployment from England’s green 
and pleasant land, Sir Oswald Mosley, 
Mr. George Lansbury and Mr. T. Johnston 
were appointed as his subordinates. They 
prepared a memorandum which, perhaps, 
would have splved unemployment in the 
days when silver was as common as stones 
in the streets of Samaria. It proposed 
the withdrawal of the old and the young 
from industry by means of pensions at 
sixty and a raising of the school-leaving 
age; and to this brave device were added 
vast plans for houses and roads and for 
the control of wheat supplies. The Cabinet 
rejected the memorandum fc > two reasons— | 
lack of illimitable millions and a desire 
for the survival of industry. This decision 
has been followed by Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
resignation, which he announced in the 
House of Commons yesterday. Earlier in 
the day he had announced it to a special 
meeting of the Parliamentary Labour 
Party. The party began, but did not 
finish, a discussion on discipline within 
its own ranks, and to-day it will hold a 
special meeting on unemployment. Here 
we may detect symptoms of confusion and 
almost of dismay. Sir Oswald Mosley 
remains, as he protests, a loyal member 
of the Labour Party, but he is able to 
dissemble his affection for his chiefs, Mr. 
Maxton and other members of the left 
wing will support him, and a formidable 
split within the party seems to be 
imminent. 

At least Sir Oswald Mosley can say of 
his unemployment plans that they have 
not failed—because they have not been 
tried, The Government’s unemployment 
plans have been tried, and, by the con- 
fession of their author, have been a 
complete and dismal failure. In its 
élection manifesto the Labour Party gave 
“an unqualified pledge’’ to deal 
with 
unemployment. When, as the result of 
this promise, it won office, Mr. Thomas, 
supported. by the good-will of all parties, 
received a special mandate to solve the 
problem. He was fertile in schemes, and 
for a little while the nation’s s, “its rose; 
but the process of disillusionment has 
been swift and painful, Mr, Thomas’s 
account of his stewardship is relieved only 
by its honesty.. Since his Government 
took office the increase in the number of 
Britain’s unemployed has been. steady, 
melancholy and gigantic. This week's 
total of the registered unemployed is 
1,730,500.. Less than a year ago, when 
the Labour Party gave its pledge, the 
total was 1,112,782. Mr. Thomas admits 
candidly that he sees no prospect of 
improvement; it is probable that the

defeat, comes Sir Oswald Mosley's chal- 
lenge. It is a preposterous challenge, 
but the Government at which he flings it 
is without credit. 

The political outlook is obscure. It is 
unlikely that a Government which has 
failed in its chief purpose, and is torn by 
internal dissensions, can hold office for 
many months. If Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
revolt becomes really serious, Mr. Mac- 
donald may decide to resign office ; indeed, 
an early defeat in Parliament on some 
cardinal matter, such as unemployment, 
may force him to resign. His chances of 
re-election, with a working majority, 
would depend less on his own deserts than 
on the policy of his opponents. At 
present the Conservative Party is moving 
tentatively towards a constructive policy, 
but its progress is slow, and important 
differences of opinion are manifest in its 
counsels. When the Socialists make their 
next appeal to the country, it will be 
made on one of two programmes, They 
will demand another chance for postponed 
Socialism, or they will associate the whole 
party with its left wing’s policy of frank 
spoliation. Success in either event would 
be a national calamity, and, if that 
calamity is to be averted, the Conserva- 
tive leaders must be ready with a definite, 
constructive and harmonious policy. it 
will require courage and clear thinking, 
but the need is truly urgent. Under the 
Socialist régime British industry has 
waned; the nation’s revenue has fallen, 
and its expenditure has increased by leaps 
and bounds. A Conservative policy that 
will rally not only capital, but intelligent 
labour, to the polls, must include not 
merely safeguarding and Empire free 
trade, but drastic plans for the reduction 
of public expenditure. To-day the 
incubus of the social services is the most 
potent cause of national depression. The 
policy that will save England must hold, 
above all things, an appeal to self-respect. 


Naval Construction. 


The sessions of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the United States have been 
occupied with anxious discussions of the 
London Naval Treaty, under the chairman- 
ship of Senator Borah. It seems that the 
chief argument revolved round the gun 
calibres of cruisers. The Treaty provides 
for 45,000 tons of six-inch gun cruisers, 
while the Navy Board desired 30,000 tons 
of eight-inch gun cruisers. According to the 
Washington Correspondent of the Morning 
Post, Rear-Admiral Chase, in his evidence, 
disclosed the fact that the Navy Board 
was examining designs which would give 
eight-inch gun cruisers better protection 
available at present. At this 
Senator Borah adjourned the 
until the public had been 
removed, when the procedings were con- 
tinued tn camera, The burden of the sub- 
sequent discussions is uncertain, but well- 
informed opinion expects that the Treaty, 
in spite of the open hostility of the Naval 
Affairs Committee, will be recommended 
favourably to the Senate.. This debate is 
especially interesting in view of the Royal 
Navy’s recent mancuvres in the North 
Sea. Such reports as are available indi- 
cate that the gunnery of the Second 
Cruiser Squadron, at a range of some 
eight miles, was magnificent, and we may 
infer therefrom that the Admiralty has 
taken to heart the lessons which it learnt 
so hardly at Jutland. In that battle the 
eleven-inch guns of the German ships, by 
their unexpected accuracy, more than 
compensated for the smaller weight of 
their projectiles. Moreover, the Germans 
had constructed their vessels to take 
punishment, with the result that several 
ships returned to Kiel in a condition 
which those of no other Navy could have 
survived, This comparative immunity 
was secured at great inconvenience to the 
crew, since the special system of bulk- 
heads involved the cramping of the men’s 
quarters. In this respect the British 
Admiralty was not so well placed. The 
Royal Navy—and especially her cruisers— 
is compelled to make long voyages to the 
far corners of the world, and ratings 
cannot be expected to endure weeks of 
discomfort without proper accommodation. 
Indeed, such conditions easily might 
cause outbreaks of disease. The United 
States, however, whose only distant 
dependency is the Philippine Islands, are 
less troubled by these considerations, and 
Rear-Admiral Chase’s statement suggests 
that in some measure they are adopting 
the German system. Since the War naval 
strategy has been in a state of fiux, 
but there are indications that. cruisers 
are supplanting battleships in the esteem 
of experts. Certainly naval ingenuity is 
being devoted to the bettering of their 
lethal perfection. 
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Amateur Sport. 


The refusal of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation to approve of the 
principle of payment for “broken time” 
in the case of competitors at the Olympic 
Games constitutes a welcome victory for 
the British delegates. Advocates of the 
plan declare that competitors lose money 
by their absence from their jobs while the 
Games are in progress, and contend that 
financial recompense for this loss ought to 
be included under the head of “ expenses.” 
A motion was introduced by the Finnish 
and Swedish representatives at the present 
meeting of the Federation in Berlin, pro- 
posing that the principle of ‘‘ broken 
time ” should be recognised officially ; but 
Mr. Barnard, the British delegate, 
announced bluntly that Britain would 
withdraw from the Olympic Games 
altogether if such an innovation were 
allowed. Various attempts were made 
to find a compromise, but Mr. Barnard 
refused to budge, with the result that the 
Finland-Sweden motion was defeated by 
eighteen votes to four. Every lover of 
sport will rejoice at this result. Pro- 
fessionalism in certain cases, such as in 
golf and cricket, is an excellent thing. 
Nobody objects to the honest professional, 


a ‘‘consideration,’’ and players of 
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rather, allow their names to be used as. 
the authors of special articles. Players 

who offend against the spirit of amateurism 

in this way are virtual professionals, and 

ought to rank as such. On the Continent 

the matter has become a public scandal, 

and we are very glad that Britain’s stand 

at Berlin has had such a salutary effect. 


‘A Summer’s Day. 


Summer came to Dublin yesterday, 
and after a month of almost Arctic 
visitations the Irish capital seemed to 
blossom in the warmth of May. No city 
in Europe has lovelier trees than Dublin. 
Yesterday the varied shades of their 
foliage gleamed in leafy luxury. In 
Merrion square the lilacs and laburnums 
burst out suddenly to greet the tardy sun, 
and a wealth of hawthorn, snowy white 
and flushing pink, tinged the park with 
delicate charm, In the suburbs tulip and 
iris, pear and apple blossom vied with one 
another, and with the burgeoning limes, 
to gain the passer’s eye. Every garden 
was at its best; for May is the month of 
opening buds, and nothing in Nature is 
comelier than flowers that have just been 
born. Few cities in these islands can 
rival Dublin when the smell of hawthorn 
is in the air. England has her stately 
castles and her drowsy cathedral towns ; 
Scotland has her Edinburgh, with its civic 
grandeur and its climbing streets; but 
Dublin stands alone. From the top of a 
tramcar yesterday one could see the hazy 
blue of the southern hills lined along a 
perfect sky. On the roads to Howth and 
Kingstown the sea shone splendidly; and 
everywhere there was a riot of flowers. 
Nothing could be drearier than a slushy 
evening in the city streets ; but hours like 
those which we enjoyed yesterday make up 
for all the winter’s gloom. The Irish 
climate is notoriously fickle, and dark days 
still may be expected. Spring has been 
late this year. The almond and the cherry 
have come and gone before our winter 
garments have been shed, and the merry 
month has much lee-way to recover. In 
the meanwhile, however, the children are 
romping on the city’s lawns, and the song 
of birds compels us to rejoice,

The House of Commons, expecting a 
statement by Sir Oswald Mosley, was 
nearly full when the Speaker took tho 
chair this afternoon, The Labour 
members, who profess to disdain eagerness 
on such occasions, were present 
early in their anxiety to hear something 
about their own crisis at first hand, Tho 
Conservative and Liberal benches were 
crowded, and the scene generally was very 
animated. There was a number of 
questions, but, as is usual on days oí 
high excitement, members were dis- 
inclined to attach any great importance 
to the answers.

Sir Oswald's Explanation. 


With the close of questions came Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s opportunity to explain 
his retirement. In short, it amounted to 
the charge that the Government not on 
had rejected his memorandum entir 
but was making it impossible to put 
forward any alternative proposals, The 
House listened with polite interest, and 
did not seem particularly surprised that 
the Government had decided not to take 
Sir Oswald at his own valuation, though 
it recognised the apparent sincerity of 
his motives. He read his letter of 
resignation in calm, firm tones, and sat 
down quite suddenly. Here and there the 
reading was marked by sympathetic 
murmurs from all quarters of the House. 


An Earlier Statement. 


I 


Sir Oswald Mosley's statement, in the 
House had been preceeded by an earlier 
one made at a meeting oí the Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party. On that, occasion 
he opened with the announcement, that, ha 
had resigned, and concluded with a 
surprise to the gathering, when he gave 
notice that he would propose a resolution 
calling upon the party to express dis- 
satisfaction with the Government s policy 
in regard to unemployment, and demand- 
ing a new policy. Mr. Arthur Henderson 
thereupon intervened, declaring that the 
proposal involved a vote of censure on the 
Government of which Sir Oswald just 
had ceased to be a member, and that a 
special meeting would be necessary to dis- 
cuss such a resolution.

The Mysterious Document. 


The resignation has attached greater iin- 
portance to the mysterious document that 
was submitted to the Cabimet by ‘Sir 
Oswald Mosley, Mr. Lansbury and Mr. 
Tom Johnston. This document has been 
rejected more than once by the Cabinet— 
mainly, it is understood, on the ground 
that it would entail an expenditure which 
the Government would hesitate to lay 
upon the country at present. It is quite 
possible that the memorandum, carefully 
framed as its authors supposed it to have 
been, is too extreme and extravagant tor 
adoption by any responsible party. Aí 
the same time, since it has brought about 
a notable retirement, many members have 
beeti anxious to see it.

EFFECT ON BRITISH

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald) in the House of Commons 
yesterday informed Lieutenant - Com- 
mander Kenworthy that the Washington 
Naval Treaty of 1922, Articles 1 to 4, 
inclusive, which dealt with the protection 
of the kves of neutrals and non- 
combatants in time of war, was ratified 
by the British Empire, the United States 
of America, Italy, and Japan, but not 
by France; and, therefore, it had never 
come into force. Consequently, no non- 
signatory Powers acceded to that Treaty. 
Article 22 of the. London Naval Treaty 
could not be described as replacing, or 
succeeding the above-mentioned Articles, 
since the latter never became effective. It 
was a provision which could be expressly 
described as representing the established 
rules of international law. 

Captain P. Macdonald (Conservative, 
Isle of Wight)—Is the House to under- 
stand that Article 22 of the London 
Treaty only emphasises the time-honoured 
rules of the sea?

BRITISH CONSTRUCTION.

A scene in Parliament sguare, London, 
yesterday afternoon had a seguel shortly 
afterwards, when a woman, Ferozopus 
Britton (59), who said that she had just 
arrived in London from Ireland, was 
charged before Mr. Graham Campbell at 
Bow Street Police Court, with insulting 
behaviour in that thoroughfare.

A number of persons were waiting to 
use the telephone, and three men tore 
the notices down. She refused to leave 
the kiosk and was arrested. 

Britton told the magistrate that India 
was seething with discontent. ‘‘ We are 
coercing India,” she said, “worse than 
we ever coerced Ireland. I and others are 
prepared to forfeit our freedom for India 
in this country as well as in India. I 
am here to suffer any penalty you choose 
to impose on me on behalf of Dominion 
status for India, which is in full 
accordance with the promises and 
principles of the Labour Government.”’ 

The magistrate ordered her to be bound 
over to keep the peace. 

Britton—‘‘ I would not be bound over 
for five minutes. I shall certainly not 
keep the peace so long as India has not 
got self-determination.”’

A little later on, however, when the 
summer traffic opens up, we shall put 
on a much improved service. Indeed, our 
manag.r and engineer has been for some 
time in England, busily making arrange- 
ments for a further supply of new and 
thoroughly up-to-date buses for these and 
other services.

QUESTIONS IN THE DAIL. 


Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) 
asked the Minister for Justice whether 
it was a fact that police escorts had been 
provided at a few hours’ notice for 
omnibuses owned by the Irish Omnibus

TRAIN CRASHES 
BUFFERS.

Almost forty passengers were injured 
by broken glass when the 5.20 train from 
Victoria Station, London, crashed into 
the buffers at Eastbourne last evening. 
The engine of the train partly mounted 
the buffer stops, and a ticket collector at 
the barrier had a remarkable escape from 
injury. Portion of the main beam of the 
buffers was hurled against the roof of 
the main hall and broke the glass. 

There were about 250 passengers on the 
train at the time. Most of the injured 
persons were in the second carriage of the 
train or in the Pullman car, which were 
sandwiched between other coaches. Six of 
the passengers were removed to hospital, 
and four of them were detained. Doctors

THE ROAD TO RUIN. 


DEFECTS OF LABOUR 
POLICY, 


_——— a 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—Sir Oswald Mosley’s statement 
on the reasons for his resignation forms 
an interesting pendant to the previous 
day's debate on the second reading or the 
Finance Bill. From a somewhat obscure 
and allusive utterance the conclusion 
emerges quite plainly that he has re- 
linguished his office because the Cabinet 
refused to adopt as a ‘‘cure’’ for un- 
employment a scheme involving a vast, 
but as yet undivulged, expenditure of 
public money. The divergence between 
the two schools of thought in the Socialist 
Party—which was shown so unmistakably 
earlier in the week when the Government 
majority fell to the uncomfortably narrow 
margin of fifteen votes—has, of 
course, been obvious enough for a 
long time past to even the most 
superficial student of politics. But 
Mr. Snowden’s Budget, and the 
debates which have followel its introduc: 
tion, have defined more clearly than ever 
before the real opposition of principle 
underlying two familiar catchwords: 
“The inevitability of gradualness,’’ and 
““ Socialism in our time.” 

Mr. Snowden together with Mr. 
Thomas and some of the more reasonable 
elements in the Government, now that 
they have assumed the responsibility of 
office. have united in repudiating, at any 
rate in theory, the view that the economic 
distress from which the country has so 
long been suffering can be cured by spend- 
ing enormous sums of public money. This 
simple expedient still commends itself to 
Sir Oswald Mosley, Mr. Lansbury, and 
their friends in the I.L.P., and also, in- 
cidentally, in a rather different form, to 
Mr. Lloyd George, and to some, 
though by no means all, of his 
little band of adherents. Unfortu- 
nately, this comforting antinomy seems 
to have all too little bearing upon 
financial practice. Mr. Snowden, in his 
Budget, piles on many more millions of 
taxation in order to meet his swollen 
expenditure on social seryices, while Sir 
Herbert Samuel and Sir Donald MacLean 
preach economy, but vote for the 
extravagances of the Government. 

THE CHANCELLOR’S FAILURE. 

The principle of differential taxation, 
based on the well-known canon of 
“ minimum sacrifice’’ has long been 
accepted *y all schools of political thought, 
proceeds The Times, but it holds good 
only within certain limits, the nature of 
which the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has palpably failed to recognise. Mr. 
Snowden has carried a long way farther 
than any of his predeces ors the insidious 
process by which larger and larger sections 
of the population have been exempted 
altogether from direct taxation. In 
doing so he has enfeebled the sense 
of financial responsibility — already 
deplorably weak — among a steadily 
growing portion of the electorate. Once 
relieved of all tangible evidence of the 
consequences of their suffrage, there is 
no knowing to what extravagances of war, 
or other folly, the millions of uninstructed 
voters may not some day commit the 
nation. It is not reasonable to expect 
that the ordinary citizen will develop a 
proper sense of responsibility in these 
matters so long as he is prevented from 
feeling in his own person the results of 
the gegmmene for which he votes. Yet, 
until he is made to do so, it is plain that 
there can be no effective check upon the 
readiness of the many to plunge into reck- 
less policies. ‘‘ No taxation without re- 
presentation ** has, for centuries, been 
the cardinal principle of British politics. 
To-day one of our greatest needs is to 
reverse the maxim,

Sir Oswald Mosley made his kee 
anticipated statement on his resignati 
of the office of Chancellor of the Duchy, 
of Lancaster at the close of questions in 
the House of Commons yesterday, 

Members had been looking curiously at 
Sir Oswald, where he sat, no longer om 
the Treasury bench, but on the third tier 
of benches below the Gangway, the 
customary place from which ex-Ministers 
make statements after their resignation. 
He was very pale. In the row in front 
of him, a little to one side, sat Lady 
Cynthia Mosley (Labour, Stoke) watching 
her husband anxiously, and immediately 
behind sat Mr. Maxton (Labour, 
Bridgeton) and other Clydeside members. 

Sir Oswald, when the Speaker called 
upon him, rose with a piece of paper 
twisted nervously in his hand. He 
appeared to be dejected, but was greeted 
with a murmur of “hear, hear.” 

With the leave of the House, he said, 
“I rise to make a statement which is 
customary when a Minister resigns from 
the Government of the day. I understand 
that it is in accordance with precedent 
and the wish and convenience of the 
House that the statement should be con- 
fined to the actual reasons which led to 
the resignation. I propose, however, to 
take the first opportunity, when the 
proper vote is down for discussion, fo 
advance the detailed, and, I fear, rather 
lengthy case which it will be necessary 
for me to make on the merits of the 
issues that have arisen. My present 
statement can best be summarised if the 
House will, perhaps, permit me to read 
my letter to the Prime Minister.’* 


TEXT OF THE LETTER. 

Sir Oswald then read his letter as 
follows :— 

“My pear Prime Mrnister,—Ov 
January 23rd 1 submitted to you a 
memorandum on unemployment policy, 
which was an attempt to work out in 
detail the programme of our party at the 
last election, and to provide a more 
effective alternative to the policy the 
Government has pursued. 

“In my covering letter I explained 
that the memorandum was advanced in no 
dogmatic spirit, but. that 1 was more 
than open to any alternative that could 
be shown to be superior. I made it clear 
that I had reached a very definite con- 
clusion, that it was impossible to con- 
tinue as at present. 

é“ The Cabinet subsequently decided to 
appoint a committee, under the chairman- 
ship of the Chancellor of the Excheqer, to 
consider the unemployment situation, and 
in this connection to have regard 
to the memorandum. That com- 
mittee presented a report which 
not only rejected, in its entirety, the 
memorandum, but also adopts a position 
which would involve a rejection of any 
effective alternative to the present policy. 

“ Since t-e report of that Committee 
you have been good enough to discuss with 
the Ministers in charge of unemployment 
both the memorandum and the report. 
Unfortunately, these discussions have only 
served to emphasise our differences, while 
during their currency the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has affirmed the position 
adopted by his Committee in public as the 
policy of the Government, in a speech 
to the British Banking Associz.ion on 
May 14th last. 

“This policy was reiterated by the Lord 
Privy Seal in yesterday's debate. 

“ In these circumstances, I regret I hold 
it to be inconsistent with honour for me 
to remain a member of the Government. 

“ On the back benches I shall remain 
in: vote and action a loyal member of the 
Labour Party. In speech and in the 
advocacy of policy I shall claim the right 
always accorded by our party to members 
to ask the party to adopt the policy I 
believe to be more consistent with the pro- 
gramme and pledges at the last general 
election. It is to me a matter of great 
regret that as a Minister I have no means 
of appeal to the judgment of the party 
except by resignation from the Govern- 
ment,” 

The statement was quietly received, one 
or two passages provoking a few “ Hear, 
hears.” At its close the House ‘passed to 
the next business. 
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LABOUR PARTY'S 
ATTITUDE. 


SPECIAL MEETING TO BE 
HELD TO-DAY. 


After the meeting of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party in the House of Commons 
yesterday the following official statement 
was issued :'— 

‘ At a meeting of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, held in the House of 
Comm -:.s to-day—Mr. Harry Snell presid- 
ing—it was decided to have a special 
meeting on Tuesday to discuss the situa- 
tion in India. 

“ Sir Oswald Mosley made a personal 
statement on his resignation from the 
Government. It was decided to hold a 
special meeting to-morrow evening at 8 
o'clock to consider the question of unem- 
ployment 

“ A discussion ensued on the party’s 
rules with respect to discipline, but could 
not be concluded in the time available, 
an! will, therefore, be continued at a 
future meeting.”

THE RATES OF 
INTEREST. 


Remarkable evidence was given before the 
Special Committee of Dail Eireann, which 
sat in Leinster House, Dublin, yesterday, to 
resume consideration of the Committee stage 
of the Money-Lenders Bill. 

RATES OF! INTEREST. 

When the first witness, a member of the 
Committee of the Dublin Credit ‘Traders’ 
Association, was giving his evidence, the 
Chairman (Mr. Joseph Wolfe) asked him: 
“What is the average rate of interest charged 
by Dublin money-lenders!”’ 

"Witness—My average experience is from 
40 per cent. to 60 per cent., and that works 
out in the ease of 60 per cent, at a gross 
profit to me of 5O per cent. 

Chairman—What does the man actually 
pay” lf I borrowed £5 from you and 
arranged to pay you back £6 in six monthly 
instalments of £1 each, what interest do you 
say that represents?’—About 40 or 60 per 
cent. 

| will give you a better example. If | 
borrow £10 and pay you back £12 in twenty 
instalments, which we learned last day 1s a 
usual practice, what interest is that ?—About 
60 or 60. 

Chairman—ITf we find money-lenders coming 
before this Committee who have not the 
slightest appreciation of the rate of interest 
they ave charging. how do you think we 
should deal with them? We on this Com- 
mittee are finding that money-lenders have 
come before us who are under the impression 
that they are charging from 40 to 60 per 
cent., when they are in fact charging 100 per 
cent Do you not see that it puts a big 
problem before the Committee to allow 
people at large who do not understand their 
own business, and are charging double the 
rate of interest that they say they are 
charging ’ 

The witness said that he did not calculate 
the actual vate of interest that he charged. 

The Chairman said that the witnesses were 
all agreed that the rates of interest they 
charged was about 60-per cent., while from 
their own evidence it was ebvious that in 
fact they charged over 100 per cent. 

The witness replied that what counted was 
not the interest that the borrower signed the 
bill for, but what he actually paid. While 
he Inmself charged 60 per cent., he found 
that in fact on his year’s transactions he only 
made 30 per cent. 

THE NEED OF A BILL. 

In a statement of his views which he sub- 
mitted, the witness said that a bill to 
regulate money-lending and to put an end to 
unjust charges, and also keep out crogs- 
Channel money-lenders, was needed, and 
could do nothing but good. Some of the big 
cross-Channel money-lenders who have offices 
here welcomed the Dill. as they could always 
get their own terms, and the bill would give 
them a monopoly, and they would be like 
the old absentee landlords, having no know- 
ledge. interest or sympathy with their clients, 
spending their earnings in England. If 
Clause 11 (which limits the rate of interest 
to 20 to 28 per cent.) were allowed 
to stand, and a reasonable rate of 
interest was not permitted, it would simply 
wipe out the smaller money-lender, and make 
it impossible for an ordinary middle-class 
worker obtain a loan, These smaller 
lenders, mostly, in his opinion, carried on a 
fair, just and legitimate busingss. 

In answer to the Chairman, the witness 
sail that his average loss for bad debts was 
535 1.5 per cent. 

io Mr. Welfe—The rate of interest charged 
would vary according to his opinion of the 
client's capabilities for paying. 

Replying to Mr. Doyle, the witness said 
that it was not the practice to loan money 
to married women without their husbands’ 
knowledge unless such women had means of 
their own. 

If a person borrows £20 you give him £15, 
deducting £5 for interest ’—It all depends, 
If [ give him £15 on a £20 loan he would pay 
me back at the rate of 10s, weekly. 

Awd if, after twenty weeks, the borrower is 
unable to fulfil his obligations to you, and 
séeks a further loan of £20, what amount do 
you give the borrower after taking the 
balance due on the first loan?’—He would 
have to pay up first. 

And then you go through the same pro- 
cedure ?— Yes, 

Do vou know of anyone on your books 
who has been carrying on in that wav for 
ten or twelve vears withdut stopping ?—No. 

THE REGULAR BORROWER. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, Minister for Jus- 
tice, asked if the witness would like to keep 
on a borrower who paid his interest regularly 
for years. 

The witness said that after a couple of 
years such a borrowed would take, not only 
the interest, but the principal. Clients who 
did not pay interest promptly were given time 
to do so. 

When asked if any money-lenders threat- 
ened exposure to their clients if they did not 
pay up, the witness said that such lenders 
would be regarded as ‘‘rotters.’’ That was 
the tvpe of man they did not want. There 
was a small proportion of such money- 
lenders in Dublin, 

Chairman—If, a man owed £3 10s, on an 
existing loan and wanted to borrow a further 
£1, how would you carry out that transac- 
tion? 

iness—I would give him a loan of 
£4 10s., deduct the £3 10s, that he owes, and 
give him the loan of £1. 

Chairman—So that you are charging in 
terest on the full amount. Do you consider 
that a separate transaction ? 

Witness—Yes. 

To Mr. Cooney, the witness said that he 
did not know whether pawnbrokers charged 
20 per cent. on loans advanced on security. 

He did not know that when a pawnbroker 
disposed of goods entrusted as security for a 
lean on which interest had not been paid 
the borrower could demand any sum over 
the amount of the loan obtained, less in- 
terest and charges. 

OUTSIDE BUSINESS. 

The secretary to a limited company, carry- 
ing on business in Dublin, stated that the 
business was carried on mainly outside the 
Free State. They sent out circulars and ad- 
vertised, inserting the usual advertisement 
about lending money “ without security and 
merely on note of hand.’’ 

What we want,-the witness said, is to send 
our circulars ontside the Irish Free State 
without infringing the law. 

Chairman—You think it would be no harm 
to send-guch -civetlars to Great Britain and 
Northern Treland’~—Yes. 

The witness, continuing, said that for every 
hundred customers outside the Free State, 
they had only one inside. it. The only object 
of the. company now was to get their cir- 
culars distributed in England. Their business 
had been established in Dublin in 1912, and 
was not brought to Ireland simply for the 
purnose ‘of, evading the English law. 

Mr, Cooney~Why. do your people consider 
it necessary to have an office in Dublin when 
99 per cent. of your ‘business is in England '— 
Because our staff is here: 

Continuing, witness said that the company 
represented lent sums up to £1,000. 

Chairman—And they are, stil] alive I hope.

Chairman——What is your rate of interest 
per annum? “NACH 

Wiiness—We have to go on the English

He thought that 
the company should be allowed to do so as a 
company, as the directors were all otherwise 
engaged.

10d. or £19 I would have to 
pay you the same interesi ’—Yes. 

Is not that rather an unnsual way of doing 
business ’—It has always been our practice. 
A man borrowing £10 who does not have the 
interest to pay down asks us to deduct it. 

Proceeding, the witness said that about 15 
per cent. of their Joans. proved to be bad 
debts.

Chairman—If I ask for a' £10 loan, I get 
in cash £8 10s, 10d., and I repay the loan at 
10s. weekly or £2 monthly for twenty weeks. 
Have you succeeded in getting that to work 
out at á5 per cent.? I think you are charging 
a good deal more than. AB en. «cent. 
Now, if I want ta get £10 from you 
and sign a bill for £12, repalable at twenty 
weekly instalments of 12s . each, how much 
per cent. do you think thaí would be?— 
It would be a little over 15 per cent. for the 
time being. e 

Chairman—] think you are doing yourself 
an injustice, I think it would work out at 
something like 100 per cent. 

Watness—I do not agree with vou. 

Answefting the Chairman, witness stated 
that he always, required two sureties, and if 
a married womah got two sureties to sign for 
her he would fot object. 

The Chairman questioned him as to whether 
he would notify the husband in such cases, 
and he replied that he would not mind letting 
the husband know about it, whereupon the 
Chairman commented; ‘ All's fair in money- 
lending.”’ 

Replying to the Minister for Justice, he 
said that his clients were mostly labouring 
people and tradesmen. : 

The Minister—Supposing you lend £8 10s., 
and at the end of twenty weeks vou get, say, 
£10 in a lump sum, that would be one rate 
of interest, but if you get paid 10s. a week 
that makes the rate of interest very. much 
higher?

[he Minister—Taking that into considera. 
tion, du you still say your rate of interest is 
only 35 per cent.? 

Witness—lf you look at it that way it 
would work out a little higher. 

ahe Minister—Very much higher. Of 
course, it is a sum in arithmetic that you 
will have to do some time. At any rate, 
your experience is that a money-lender can 
carry on satisfactorily at 35 per cent. '—Yes. 

Mr. Littlkh—When you say you charge 35d 
per cent., of course, you are taking vit as 
if the whole sum were due to the end? 

Witness—Y es. ) 

Mr, Little—It would require rather an 
accurate calculation as to what the interest 
is in fact?~Yes. It would be very compli- 
cated to go into interest like that. 

The witness, replying to Mr. Cooney, said 
that if a man borrowed £10, receiving £8 
10s., and paid back £10 within the five 
months agreed, no rebate was given to him, 
but if he exceedéd that period he was charged 
7d. per £ per month aiter that, 

A SURPRISED BORROWER. 

The next. witness was a horrower, who 
stated that recently he was forced to borrow 
£40 from -a money-lender, and signed a bill 
to repay £54 in eleven monthly instalments 
of £4 each, and a final instalment at the end 
of the twelfth month of £10. His wife and 
son signed the bill. The rate of interest was 
about 35 per cent. 

Chairman—Who told you that the rate per 
cent. was 35’—IJ calculate that myself. 

I am afraid you would get a shock if you 
were told the rate per cent. that you are 
paying. (Laughter.) I think you had better 
keep clear of money-lenders until you learn 
a little of the laws of how to calculate in- 
terest... (Laughter. ) 

Witness—It is £14 on £40. 

Chairman—You say that exorbitant. 
What interest do you think they should 
pay’—I think 10 per cent. would be good 
enough. 

If they got you to calculate it they might 
not be doing too badly. Would you be sur- 

. i. bé 
prised to know that you are paying interest 
at about 60 per cent., instead of 35 per cent.. 
as you estimate’ 

Wiasir—óh, no, sir, surely not? (Laugh- 
ter. 

Continuing his evidence, witness said he 
had about five transactions. Sometimes he 
would borrow £20. but the’ money-lender only 
gave him £17 or £18, as he stopped the in- 
terest before he gave it to him. If he still 
owed some instalments on a previous lean 
at the time of making a fresh loan, they also 
were stopped fram the amount he borrowed. 

To the Minister for Justice--He had never 
got out of the money-lenders’ hands since he 
first got into them. He knew friends of his 
who borrowed money from money-lenders, 
but none of them ever got any henefit from, 
it. He thought he should get longer time 
to pay. As it was, if an instalment was 
two days ,overdue he got a solicitor’s letter 
as a reminder, for whith he would have to 
pay. He was afraid of being brought into 
court, as the exposure of his son is name would 
materially injure him in his business.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

A plea for a united pare in regard to 
agriculture was made by Mr. George Lambert 
in the House of Commons this evening, when 
the vote for the Ministry of Agriculture was 
discussed in Committee of Supply. It was 
time, he said, that agriculture was lifted out 
of the rut of party politics, because it was 
no use for one Government to have a policy, 
and then have it reversed by & suoceeding 
Government. The cost of one battleship, 
he pointed out, would be more than sufficient 
to guarantee the’ British farmer 55s. a 
quarter for his wheat for a period: of two 
ears, 

: The debate was opened by Sir George 
Courthope. Thé present has fh depression 
in the industry led to skimping of labour on 
the farm, he said, and this, in itself; led to 
inferior cultivation and lower production. 
The dairy industry was suffering from over- 
production, because owing to the dumping 
of milk-powders, condensed milk, and all the 
rubbishy stuff from foreign countries, no 
market could be found for surplus milk. 

NORTHERN IRELAND. 

Major Ross, dealing with the position of 
agriculture in Northern Treland, said that the 
area, which Imost exclusively consisted of 
small holdings, was devoted mainly to oats 
and poiatoes. The production of oats covered 
540, acres, and the yield was approxi- 
mately 5,700,000 cwt. Potatoes covered 
157, acres, with a yield of over 1,100,000 
tons. At pfesent the area under tillage was 
34 per cent. less than in 1918. On the 
subject of marketing Irish products in the 
English market. he said that potatoes which 
cost £3 a ton to produce, were practically un- 
saleable, and the loss to the growers amounted 
te something like £14 an acre. The English 
Minister for Agriculture might, he suggested, 
help Irish farmers by preventing the importa- 
tion of bounty-fed foreign oats and wheat. 

Mr. Noel Buxton, replying to the debate, 
said that the Prime Minister had already 
extended an invitation to the leaders of the 
Conservative and Liberal Parties to join him 
in seeing whether some common ground of 
action could not be found. 

As to the proposal that the Ministry should 
use its administrative powers to prohibit the 
importation of early agricultural produce, he 
said that that would be bringing in Protec- 
tion by the side door, and it certainly would 
not be a legitimate ‘use of the powers of a 
Ministry. 

On a division, the motion for the reduction 
of the vote was rejected by 248 votes to 116. 

The debate was adjourned. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 


IMPERIAL ECONOMIC UNITY. 


Viscount Elibank, in the House of Lords, 
moved :——‘‘ That this House views with grave 
concern the serious and increasing depression 
manifesting itself in the manufacturing and 
agricultural industries of the country and 
the resultant expanding figures of unem- 
ployment, and is of opinion that the most 
practical and. immediate remedies are to be 
Íound in .a comprebensive. policy of  safe- 
guarding, antidumping, and Imperial 
economic: unity.” There was nothing, he 
said, that the Dominions and Colonies desired 
more than closer trading relationshin with 
the Mother country, and they were only 
waiting for a lead. 

The Marquis of Huntly, as an amendment 
to the motion, proposed the calling of a con- 
ference of the TS GAR and representatives of 
all parties to consider what remedial meesures 
could be adopted to meet the present situa- 
tion. 

Lord. Arnold declared that Lord Elibank’s 
resolution displayed an almost reckless dis- 
regard of facets. Unemployment and trade 
depression were worst in those trades which 
protection will least help, and which were not. 
subject to foreign imports at all. In many 
respects the present safeguarding duties had 
been a failure. 

The “Marquess of Salisbury ‘said ‘that he 
did not ‘desire to say one word against Im- 
perial economic unity, but in his judgment 
the most practical and immediate. remedy. for 
the present situation was a new spirit in 
industry. The first step was to turn out the 
present Government, but: in order to do. that 
there must be complete unity in the Con- 
servative Party. He was in favour of the 
positive part of Lord Elibank’s motion, and 
asked the House to support it. . 

The Marquess of Huntly withdrew 
amendment, and Lord Elibank’s motion 
carried on a division by 103 votes to 25,

OF WELCOME,

A deputation representing the Council of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland waited 
on ‘Tuesday evening on the Most Rev. 
Pascha] Robinson, O.F:M., the Papal Nuncio, 
at the Nunciature, Phoenix Park, Dublin, for 
the purpose of presenting him with an address 
of welcome. 

The deputation consisted of Mr. Franeis J, 
Fitapatrick, President of the Society; Mr. 
Denis J. Nugent, Vice-President, and Myr. 
James J. R, Kerr, M.P.8.1,, Registrar. They 
were received by the Secretary, Monsignor 
Riberi. 

THE ADDRESS. 

The Registrar, at the request of the 
President, read the address, which expressed 
pleasure at the appointment of the Most Rev. 
Dr. Paschal Robinson as the direct personal 
representative of the Pope, and stated: ‘* The 
distinction thus conferred upon Ireland by 
the appointment of Your Excellency is a very 
great compliment. That our infant State 
should be chosen for this honour denotes. a 
loving concern for our Christian progress and 
social welfare. 

‘Whilst primarily concerned with the pro- 
motion of spiritual good, the Church has ever 
had concern for the health of the weak, the 
alleviation of pain and suffering, and the 
provision of remedies against disease and 
distress. We rejvice that Your Excellency 


comes amongst us as the representative of a’ 


State which desires that all should live in 
peace, in health and in harmony. 

“The arts ahd sciences have been en- 
vouraged and fostered by His Holiness and 
by his distinguished predecessors. Particu- 
larly is this true of the science with which 
we are concerned, In the study of medical 
knowledge and of the virtues in God's humble 
herbs and simples we are linked to genera- 
tions of student monks, among them members 
of your own renowned Order of St. Francis.”’ 


NUNGIO’S REPLY.

The new Education Bill was again under 
consideration in the Northern House of 
Commons yesterday upon the report and 
third reading stage. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) moved an 
amendment, the effect of which was that the 

per cent, grant from the Government 
for the building and equipment of voluntary 
schools should also include 50 per cent. of 
the cost of repairs and upkeep. He thought 
that the schools ener cos Í to the Catholic 
people numbered about 700. Less than 500 
of the Protestant schools had been trans- 
ferred, so that there were yet about 1,200 or 
1,400 schools yet under the. voluntary 
management nae: ' 

Mr. Robb, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education, asked the Speaker if 
it ‘were competent for a private member to 
move an amendment which would involve an 
extra charge on public funds. The Govern- 
ment could not accept the amendment in any 
event, 

Mr, O'Neill said s-that he thought the 
money resolution provided for the payment 
of 50 per cent. for upkeep. 

The Speaker—I think not. You are sug- 
gesting something that is not in the bill, and 
would involve an extra charge upon: public 


funds, 
THE PRIME MINISTER, 

The Prime Minister said that the Govern- 
ment had considered very carefully all the 
suggested amendments. The Government 
could not accept this amendment, in any 
event, even if in order. 

‘We went as far as we possibly could, 
and I said at the time that we could not go 
any farther,’’ he declared. 

The. amendment. was. ruled out of order, 
and on the third reading, 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) said the Educa- 
tion Act of 1923 was definitely secular, and 
the effect .of this amendment bill was to 
make it a denominational one. Ali sections 
of the House wanted a denominational Act. 
and with regard to public control, so far 
as —this bill was concerned there 
was no question of public control. 
If the Protestant Churches transferred their 
schools, they would be transferring them to 
bodies which were favourable to them, but 
if the Catholics transferred ¢chools they 
would be transferred to definitely hostile 
bodies. i 

Captain Chichester Clerk— No; nonsense. 

Mr, Healy—We. know how it works out in 
practice. In effect, he said, the new Educa- 
tion Bill would be a penal act, and did not 
deal fairly with the Catholic community. 


SUGGESTED COMMISSION. 

Mr. Connellan (Nat.) said that some Com- 

mission should have been set up to ascertain 
what proportion of rates in the matter of 
éducation came from the Catholics, who 
expressed dissent from this legislation, and 
to make some effort to fix matters, so that 
that proportion might be applied to the 
schools which were being victinrised by this 
legislation. : 
Mr, Millar (Unionist) suggested that the 
Government should delete the clause provid- 
ing for a 50 per cent. grant. to voluntary 
schools, as the opposition did not seem to 
want it. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nat.) said fhat they could 
hand over the bill to Mr, Millar, who wouid 
deal with it as he dealt with the '' Gerry- 
mandering Biill.’’ 

DISPLACED TEACHERS. 

Professor -Johnston» (U.) asked for an 
assurance before the bill finally passed that 
some means would be devised by which. the 
teachers who’ would be displaced by reason 
of the passage of the bill would be safe. 
guarded. 

Mr, Byrne (Nat.) said that the. Catholic 
community were not being treated fairly in 
the bill. A grant of two-thirds would go a 
long way to satisfy the Cathohe people whem 
they represented. i 

Mr. J, -H.: Collins (Nationalist) also 
appealed to the Government to reconsider the 
bill. 

Mr. Minford (U.) . maintained that the 
Cathohes -were getting equal treatment, and 
there was no barrier ereeted jn the bill, 

NOT AN INCH MORE. 

Mr, Millar said that the Government had 
gone fay enough, and both sides were being 
treated equally, “As a member of the 
Government party,” he said, “TI will not 
go an inch further.’’ 

Mr. McCarroll (Nat.) said that Protestants 
were getting absolute control of their schools 
and of the religious instruction of the 
children, and they weré getting the schools 
provided out of moneys from that State, while 
the Catholics, because they maintained what 
was to them a sacred principle, were penalised 
to the extent of 50 per cent. That could not 
be denied. ' ' 
PLEDGES REDEEMED. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C. TU.), said that in the 
bill the Prime Minister had ‘redeemed to the 
letter all the pledges given at the time of 
the introduction of the bill. They on the 
Government side were fired of the extra- 
vagant language used towards the bill which 
referred to it as one of the penal laws— 
(Hear, hear from Government benches)—and 
when they saw that four and two committees 
had been set up by some Catholic schools, 
they were not much impressed. Why had 
these committees been set up Catholic 
schools? 

A Nationalist Member—As a last resource. 

Mr. Murphy—When 1 hear that argument, 
and that it only occurs in the poorer districts, 
I ask is Bangor one of the poorer areas? 

Nationalist Members—Yes. 

Mr. Marphy—That argument 
appeal to us. 

Mr. George Leeke (Nationalist) said that 
if the Government accepted an amendment in 
the Senate granting 75 per cent. instead of 
50 he would then admit that the Government 
was trying to meet fairly what the Catholic 
conscience demanded in Northern Ireland. 

The bill was read a third time by 27 votes

| DRUNK AT THE 
WHEEL. 


THREE CONVICTIONS AT 
KILMAINHAM. 


——_oe—————- 


A number of motor prosecutions, three of 
them for being drunk at the wheel, were 
dealt with “by ' District Justice Reddin at 
Kilmainham yesterday, i 

In a case Iin-whieh a motor lorry driver, 
Patrick Byrne, was charged with having been 
drunk while in tharge of tha lorry at Lucan 
on the 22nd March last, evidence was giyen 
by Guard Connolly, Lucan, that on receipt of 
a telephone message to the effect that the 
drivey of a lorry passing through the district 
was drunk he went out, stopped the accused 
man and took him to the barrack. A doctor 
came to the barrack later and examined 
Byrne, and certified that he was not incap- 
able, but appeared to have taken a good deal 
of drink. 

There was a second charge against the de- 
fendant of drunkenness while in charge of a 
lorry on the 12th March, Sergeant Ward 
said that he saw the lorry on the wrong side 
of the road near Chapelizod that night and 
took out the defendant, whe, he found, was 
under the -influence of drink and could not 
stand, He had to help Byrne. into a tramear 
in order to bring him te the station. 

The defendant said that he had had six or 
seven drinks that day, and was dazed and 
sick when the sergeant stopped him. 

The defendant was fined £5 for dangerous 
driving, his licence being endorsed and sus- 
pended for one week. He was fined 40s, for 
drunkenness in charge of a motor lorry, and 
was ordered to remain in custody till the 
rising of the Court. 

John Meade was charged with having been 
drunk in charge of a taxi-cab at. Cursis 
Stream on the Ist inst. 

we. iú Ward said that when he. saw the 
defendant, who appeared to have been drink- 
ing, pull up at a public-house during the 
evening he went over and told him not to 
take any more. The taxi-cab subsequently 
went on towards Lucan, and on its return 
journey the witness stopped it and took the 
defendant to the station, Meade staggered 
on the way, but the walk seemed to sober 
him somewhat. 

The defendant said that he was not dr~ 1k, 
and offered to drive the sergeant to the 
barrack at Chapelizod: He had been to 
Punchestown, and had taken some stout 
during the day, but took no whiskey. That 
night he got a fare in College Green, who 
told him he was going out to Lucan “' to give 
& man a tip about a horse.” (Laughter.) 

The Justice convicted, and imposed a fine 
of £3, -He pointed out that there had been 
® previous conviction against the defendant 
for dangerous driving, and warned him that 
he would not receive any leniency in case of 
any. subsequent conviction, ; 

A similar fine was imposed on Patrick 
Brien for having been drunk in charge of 
& motor car at Cursis Stream on the Ist 
instant. 

Sergeant Ward ‘said that the defendant 
appeared to be drunk when he took him io 
the barrack, and after some time the de- 
fendant drove him to a peace commissioner. 

The defendant said that he had taken 
several drinks, but thought that he was 
capable of driving the car.

RUBBER LOW LEVEL RUMOURS. 

Raw rubber was reported a dull and 
inactive market in Mincing Lane on Tuesday, 
with spot sheet at 63d. New York prices 
had closed lower on Monday, and buyers 
were in scant supply. There were rumours 
that business at 61éd. had been. put through. 
This would.have constituted the lowest level 
ever recorded, as up to the present 63d. is 
the cheapest rate at which sheet rubber has 
been sold.

COMING ANGLO-PERSIAN DIVIDEND. 

It: is confidently expected that the balance 
dividend on Anglo-Persian Qil shares will 
represent an increase in the distribution for 
the whole vear. The previous accounts were 
for the nine months to December 3lst, 1928, 
and for that period the net profit at 
£2,425,656 was only about £33,000 less than 
for the whole of 1928. A dividend at the

THE HOLDER’S SIXTH 


VICTORY. 


The Moran Memorial Cup was presented 
by the Leinster Branch of the Golfing Union 
of Ireland to perpetuate the memory of 
Michael Moran, five times Irish professional 
champion, who was killed in the Great War, 
It has been played for annually by the 
Léinster professionals for twelve years. Wil- 
liam Holley, of the Castle Club, Rathfarn- 
ham, made his eighth appearance in the 
final yesterday at Woodbrook, and by re: 
taining the trophy achieved his sixth vie- 
tory—truly a remarkable record. Thus, 
also, did the Castle professional enhance the 
claim put forward for him by his friends 
that he is the best match player among the 
local professionals. 

Yesterday’s final over thirty-six holes, 
however, went the whole way, the holder 
beating P. O'Connor, of Woodbrook by one 
up, but the loser fought a splendid uphill 
fight, as he entered on the second round with 
a deficit of four holes. 

As a matter of fact, he had one spon 
chance which, had he taken it, would pro- 
bably have turned the match definitely in 
his favour. That was at the 29th (ilth) 
in the evening. The golf had not been 
good in the forenoon, Holley being round 
in approximately 77 to O’Connor’s 79, the 
figures out being 40 and 41, but it improved 
considerably after the interval. —- O'Connor 
by winning the 9th and 10th had regained 
all his lost ground.

This part of the 
recommendation has certainly not been 
justified. Since it was given American 
securities have declined considerably. There 
has been nothing in the nature of a boom in 
Wall street,. and the country, from 
accounts, is in for a trade set-back of a more 
serious character than it has experienced for 
many years. American securities previously 
were high, based on the usual standard of 
the yield afforded from past dividends, and, 
‘althouch it is perfectly true that the equity 
of a business is not adequately represented 
by what a company has distributed in the 
vast, there as no doubt that, broadly speak- 
ing. prices of American Industrial and Public 
Utility shares discounted a continuance of 
prosperity on the scale witnessed in the last 
terr or twelve years. That prosperity has 
reeeived a check, and consequently the time 
when price levels will be justified by actual 
results has been lengthened. : 


Outside Offers. 


The Committee of London Stock 
Exchange during the few months has 
shown much greater vigilanc® in regard to | 
dealings in shares of doubtful companies. 
Where there has been evidence that a market 
was ‘boosted ’’ in the interests of 
outsiders, the marking of bargains in the 
share in question has been prohibited, while | 
in. at least one instance members have been 
actually forbidden to deal in the security, 
In this way the activities of the outsider 
have been restricted; for frequently the 
success of his efforts greatly depends upon 
the marking of bargains, sometimes of a 
fictitiodS nature, in the Stock Exchange lists, 
by ‘which the public are deluded into the 
belief that the shares enjoy a genuinely active 
market. But the Stock Exchange Committee, 
although doing very useful work in this way. | 
is notable to prevent the outside operator 
from approaching the public direct with offers 
of shares in practically worthless companies, 
and it is necessary for investors to be on 
guard against the numerous attempts made to 
induce*them-to buy. Thedengths te which | 
some of these unscrupulous individuals may | 
go in the matter of postage, prepaid tele- 
grants, and even telephone calls, is really se- 
markable. Perhaps the limit was reached -re- 
cently when the chent of a Stock Exchange 
firm received an intimation trom one of these | 
outside firms that, upon the know- 
ledge that he was interested in a certain 
market, a line of shares had been bought | 
for him. The operation, it added, had | 
realised a profit, and consequently the out 
side firm enclosed a cheque for £20. The 
cheque was genuine, but it is scarcely neces 
sary to say that the recipient had never had 
any transactions with the outside house, and 
had certainly not given an order to buy the 
shares,

Adult rabbits will thrive on a diet of green 
foods or hay ard roots, but it 
to give in addition some concentrated food. 
such as a mixture of oats and bran in equal 
parts, dried brewers’ grains and bran, or 
one part of maize and two parts bran. 

Two feeds a day at regular hours, morning 
and evening, will keep stock. in excellent 
trim. . The bulk of the ration should be 
given in the evening. It is difficult to 
estimate the quantity of food necessary, as 
rabbits vary in their requirements, but about 
two ounces per pound, live-weight, is sufh- 
cient. A suitable vation for a six-pound rab- 
bit would be three ounces hay, eight ounces
